! S.O. 2196(E). —Whereas, the Khadi and Village 
Industries Commission (hereinafter called the Commission) 
has been established under Section 4 of the Khadi and 
Village Industries Commission Act, 1956 (61 of 1956) for 
the development of Khadi and village industries and for 
matters connected therewith; 

And whereas, the Commission had advanced loan 
of an amount of Rs. 2,00,000.00 (Rupees Two lakh only) to 
the Bhagwan Gramodyog Society (hereinafter referred to 
as the Society) ,163, Gandhi Nagar, Meerut, Uttar Pradesh, 
a society registered under Societies Registration Act, 1860 
for undertaking khadi and village industries activities, in 
pursuance of which the Society established Carpentry and 
Blacksmithy (C&B) units in the year 1991-92; 

And whereas, a sum ofRs. 3,50,138.00 is payable by 
the Society to the Commission towards the principal, 
interest accrued thereon and penal interest; 

And whereas, the Commission as required under rule 
29 (1) of Khadi and Village Industries Commission Rules, 
2006, issued notice on date 28th June, 2000 to the society 
to pay an amount of Rs. 3,50,138.00 which is payable to the 
Commission by the Society towards the outstanding 
balance of the loan amount and interest/penal interest and 
initiated proceedings for recovery of the arrears of the loan 
directing the society to pay the outstanding loan and 
interest thereon to the Commission within thirty days from 
the date of the receipt of the notice failing which the 


Commission would proceed to recover the same as arrears 
of land revenue under Section 19(B) of the Khadi and Village 
Industries Commission Act, 1956 (61 of 1956), read with 
rule 29 (I ) and sub-rule (2) of rule 30 of the Khadi and 
Village Industries Commission Rule, 2006; ' , 

And wheras, the said Society has disputed its liability 
to pay the sum of Rs. 3,50,138.00 (Rupees three lakh fifty 
thousand one hundred thirty eight only) to the Commission 
within 30days of the receipt of the notice and submitted a 
representation to that effect of the Commission; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 19(B) of the Khadi and Village Industries 
Commission Act, 1956 (61 of 1956), read with sub-rule (2) 
of rule 30 of the Khadi and Village Industries Commission 
Rules, 2006, the Central Government hereby constitutes a 
tribunal consisting of one person, namely Shri S. K, Goyal, 
Director, Ministry of Micro, Small and Medium Enterprises, 
Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi -110011 and refers the question 
of disputes to the said Tribunal for deciding about the 
payment of dues by the Society to the Commission within 
the meaning of sub-section (1) of Section 19(B) of the 
said Act. 

The said tribunal shall submit its report to the Central 
Government as soon as possible but not later than three 
months from the date of publication of this notification in 
the official Gazette. 

The headquarter of the said Tribunal shall be at New 
Delhi. The expenses of the tribunal shall be borne by the 
Commission.
